| February as the date for hearing the appeal 


arising out of the Workman, Clark case in 
connection with the issue of £3,000,000 De- 
bentures. It was intimated that the appeal 
would likely occupy a month. 

The matter came before the Court on the 
application of the plaintiff, Mr. William 
Urquhart, to have a date fixed for the hear- 
ing during the present term. 

Counsel argued on the point whether notice 
of appeal had been served late, and whether 
the appeal should not be allowed to stand 
over till next term, and Mr. McGonigal, 
K.C. (for Mr. R. A. Workman) pointed out 
the serious nature of the charges in the case, 
adding that there was one count for 
conspiracy. The defendants concerned were 
all gentlemen of position, and if these 
charges were true they could be impleaded, 
not, only in a civil action, but probably in a 
criminal case. 

The Lord Chief Justice—You want to get 
them at the Commission. (Laughter.) 

Mr. McGonigal—No, but I want to bring 
home the seriousness of it. I say, in the in- 
terests of justice, that their case should stand 
to next sitting. 

The Lord Chief Justice took the view that 
the appeal should not be heard until next 
sitting, but Lord Justice Andrews said that 
his opinion and that of Lord Justice Best was 
that the appeal should be fixed at as early a 
date as possible, consistent with Justice to 
the parties concerned. Accordingly, the 
hearing was fixed for the 20th February.

ANTRIM GAS COMPANY. 


CAPITAL REDUCTION 
SANCTIONED. 

In the Chancery Division, Belfast, yester- 
day Mr. Justice Wilson granted the petition 
of the Antrim Gas Light Company, Ltd. 
(and reduced), to reduce the capital of the 
company. 

Mr. M. G. Ellison submitted the petition, 
in which it was stated that during the last 
few years several of the largest consumers ot 
gas in the town and neighbourhood of Antrim 


had begun to manufacture electric light with | 


private plants, and attempts had been made 
by the Town Commissioners and others to 
introduce a system of electric lighting. If 
such were brought about, the company almost 
certainly would lose the lighting of the streets 
of the town, and also the supply of gas to 
many of its best customers, with the result 
that it would be impossible for the company 
to carry op the manufacture of gas except at 
a loss. The company was quite solvent, and 
the directors believed that by carrying on the 
production both of gas and electricity the 
company could carry on business at a profit. 

‘o’ acquire the necessary plant and 
machinery for this purpose a sum of £3,500 
would be necessary. If the present capital of 
the company remained at its present amount 
of £1,800, it would not be practicable to 
obtain any additional capital with which to 
establish the production of electricity; but 
the directors believed that, if the capital were 
reduced to £900, and if the company were 
empowered to establish and carry on the 
production of electricity, the necessary capital 
would be forthcoming. 

Counsel read a series of resolutions adopted 
at meetings of the company bearing on the 
subject, and the petition was granted, his 
Lordship also granting the request that the 
words ‘‘and reduced” should be omitted 
from the name of the company.

HEALTH BOARD'S DECISION. 

At the meeting of the County Wicklow 
Board of Health the Free State Local Govern- 
ment Department wrote stating that vaccina- 
tion had been neglected in the county. The 
Board of Health, it was observed, had de- 
cided last September to institute proceedings 
against some defaulters in the district, and 
information was requested as to the result of 
these proceedings.

DUKE OF LEINSTER’S 
LANDS. 


PURCHASE BY KILDARE 


COUNCIL. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

In the matter of the purchase of lands 
by the Kildare County Council in the County 
Kildare from the Duke of Leinster, 

Mr. A. Meredith, K.C., with whom was 
Mr. Charles Murphy (instructed by Messrs. 
Mecredy and Son), applied on behalf of the 
Duke of Leinster for an order directing 
the County Council to seal a requisition to 
the Taxing Master to tax the bill of costs 
relating to the purchase of the lands men- 
tioned in the petition’ on the subject, and to 
pay the costs, when taxed and ascertained. 
The Council, it appeared, had purchased 
from the Duke of Leinster last year by agree- 
ment about 300 acres of land in the manors 
of Athy, Kilkea, and Maynooth, County 
Kildare, for the sum of £3,387. Under the 
Lands Clauses Acts it was provided, Mr. 
Meredith said, by mandatory enactment that 
the Council should pay the costs, and this 
was the proper mode of procedure to adopt 
in the case. 

He pointed out that there was a difference 
in this respect between a compulsory purchase 
and a purchase by agreement. The County 


Council had. no power, he: submitted, to. 


acquire land as a private individual. They 
had no power beyond the power they pos- 
sessed as a statutory body. 

In an affidavit, to which counse) referred, 
Mr. Robert A. Osborne, LL.B., solicitor for 
the Kildare County Council and the Athy 
Urban District Council, stated that these 
proceedings were wholly irregular and mis- 
conceived, and that the County Council were 
in no way liable for the bill of costs 
furnished by the petitioner, nor for any part 
of it, nor were they in any way bound to 
affix their seal to the requisition to tax 
furnished by the petitioner. 

At the same time that this purchase agree- 
ment was made in April last, the affidavit 
continued, there was a similar purchase agree- 
ment entered into by the Council with Mr. 
Thomas Westland Greene. Both of these 
contracts contained numerous restrictive con- 
ditions limiting the respective purchasers as 
to what title they were entitled to call for; 
and, so far as the County Council was con- 
cerned, he was aware that the terms of their 
contract as to title were arrived at after con- 
siderable negotiations between the parties. 
The contract with the Council was entered 
into on the basis of an ordinary vendor and 
purchaser transaction as between private 
parties, and at no time prior to the com- 
pletion of the contract, or up to seventeen 
months after the signing of it, was there any 
suggestion made by the petitioners’ legal 
advisers that they intended to charge the 
County Council with such costs,.as if the 
County Council had acquired the lands under 
the Lands Clauses Acts or any other Acts. 
The County Council did not, and could not, 
have acquired the lands in question under 
their compulsory powers, and the sale was 
not carried out by the Council on the basis 
that they were purchasing under statutory 
powers. 

Mr. Meredith said that they had nothing 
to do with Mr. Thomas W. Greene’s contract, 
and they were going to accept Mr. Osborne’s 
view of the ~~ as conclusive. 

Mr. Walker (instructed by Mr. R. A. 
Osborne) for the County Council, opposed the 
application and submitted that Mr. Mere- 
dith’s argument was not correct. While the 
County Council were not acting under their 


compulsory powers they were entitled to enter 


into a voluntary agreement, and if Mr. 
Meredith’s contention was right there would 
be no protection for County Councils or other 
public bodies in matters of this kind.

DEAD SOLDIER'S MOTHER IN 
TROUBLE. 


(BEFORE JUDGE ROCHE.) 

Kate Byrne, formerly Fitzharris, of 2 St. 
Mary’s terrace, Rathmines, pleaded not guilty 
to obtaining from the British Ministry of 
Pensions, between December 1, 1923, and 
August 17, 1927, the sum of £106 14s, 3d. by 
falsely pretending that she had not married 
since she became entitled to the payment of a 
pension in respect of her son, Michael Fitz- 
harris, who was a private in the Royal 
Dublin Fusiliers. ; ' 

Samuel Griffin, a clerk oí the Ministry of 
Pensions, Dublin Area, said that the accused 
woman was a widow at the time of her son s 
death. On December 1, 1923, she remarried, 
but continued to draw the pension in her 
former name, Kate Fitzharris. Had she 
informed the Ministry when she remarried 
she would have received a gratuity of £6 10s., 
but the pension would have ceased. The 
prisoner was required to make a declaration 
every three months to the effect that she had 
not remarried. 

When information reached his office that 
the accused woman had remarried the wit- 
ness called at. her house on September 7, 
1927, when she admitted that the information 
was correct. 
husband called at the office on the following 
morning, when she explained that she could 
neither read nor write, and that the declara- 
tion form used be filled up by another person. 
She did not know that the pension would be 
stopped if she remarried.

HOW MOTOR TUBES WERE 
IDENTIFIED. 

In a case against John Crosby, who 
pleaded not guilty to stealing motor tubes, 
carburettors and a magneto, the property of 
Albert A. Tipple, motor garage proprietor, of 
10 Thomas’s lane, Dublin, Mr. Tipple gave 
evidence identifying one of the tubes (pro- 
duced) by reproductions on it of a policeman 
on point duty and a dog at Shelbourne lark. 

The reproductions, he said, were “ unique.” 
They were carried out by using a piece of 
newspaper instead of the ordinary linen when 
vuleanising two breaches in the tube. The 
Merve from the piece of newspaper 
were transferred to the tube. 

The Judge—Are you aware of anyone else 
using that process?—I never heard of it in 
my life before 

Detective Fennell gave evidence of finding 
a magneto Sesame vote — at the S.T. Garage, 
Montague street. 

In a statement from the dock, the accused 
man said that he had been employed at the 
garage as foreman. He took the tubes for 
the use of his own car and intended to put 
them back. The magneto had been sent out 
on approbation. 

As regards the carburretors, the Judge 
directed the jury to acquit the accused man, 
as there was no evidence against him. 

On the other two counts a verdict of 
was returned.

Joseph Fitzpatrick and Patrick Gaffney, 
two employés of the Great Southern Railways 
Company, pleaded not guilty to stealing a 
pair of bicycle handle-bars from the premises 
of the railway company at the North Wall.

ASSAULTS ON WOMEN,

NUMEROUS COMPLAINTS AT 


GLENAGEABT. 
(BEFORE JUDGE DAVYITT.) 

A young man named Patrick Byrne was 
indicted for having, at Glenageary, on 
different dates in November and December 
last, assaulted three young women named 
Mary Matthews, Minnie Ball and Rose Finn. 

Miss Matthews told the Court that when 
she passed a man on the Victoria road, 
Glenageary, she was struck in the back with 
a large stone and knocked down. Her 
assailant put his hand on her mouth and then 
ran away. She was laid up for a month. She 
identified the prisoner at a parade as the man 
who assaulted her. 

Minnie Ball said that she was returning 
home when she was assaulted by the accused 
man, who had been delivering parcels or 
goods at a house in the neighbourhood. He 
did not actually touch her, but used an 
obscene expression. 

Rose Finn said that when she was cycling 
along the road a man suddenly caught hold 
of her around her waist, pulled her off the 
bicycle, and put his hand over her mouth 
and beat her. She resisted, and just then 
some men came up, and the man who as- 
saulted her went away. The prisoner 
resembled the man who assaulted her. 

In reply to Mr. Lupton, K.C., who (in- 
structed by Messrs. Gerald Byrne and Co.) 
defended, the witness said that the man did 
not attempt to take any money from her. 

Inspector Clarke, in reply to Mr. Lupton, 
said that within the past week he had heard 
of three or four complaints of women being 
assaulted by a man. There had been 
numerous complaints of women being stopped 
by a man,.who asked for money and used 
obscene language if this were refused. 
Numerous descriptions had been given. 

Several witnesses were examined in support 
of an alié: defence. 

Mr. Lupton contended that this was a case 
in which the. prisoner, if guilty, must be 
afflicted with an abnormal phase of eccentricity, 
and, if such things were going on in - this 
district, as undoubtedly they had been, the 
jury should be very careful not to put the 
guilt upon a perfectly innocent man, who had 
hitherto been of an irreproachable character. 

The jury found the prisoner guilty on two 
of the counts, and

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WORLD'S OPFN MARKET 


FUR IRISH GOUDS, - 


Mr. William Cotter, a Dublin merchaut, 
ip ne address to the Dublin Rotary Club 
in Clery’s Restaurant yesterday concerning 
methods of placing a proprietary commodity 
on the markets of the world, told how a 
long experience of commercial business, not 
only in Ireland and Great Britain, but in 
America and Canada, brought him in contact 
with failures and successes in many ‘ines of 
business, He then related how he “ made 
good ” for a firm jin Belfast, who hac put 
a proprietary article of their own on the 
market, but who found themselves after a 
few years up against what they called “a 
stone wall.”’ 

For a great many years, said Mr. Cottier, 
he found that there was a strong feeling 
in commercial circles that there was some 
kind of aversion to Irish products abroad. 
But his experience of markets in Great 
Britain and America showc! that there was 
no ground for that feeling, and that the 
man who honestly tried to make a market 
for a good proprietary article invariably suc- 
ceeded, 

THE WRONG AND THE RIGHT WAY. 

Large quantities of goods Were put out 
‘‘on sale or return,’’ which, h: said, was 
the wrong way. The Belfast firm to which 
he referred had a quantity of their goods 
out on that system. When asked to return 
them the traders who held them paid for 
them. 

Au inténsive persona! canvassing campaign, 
combined with advertising, made the success 
of the commodity he was dealing with, and 
their sales were quadrupled. They had had 
a decided success at an exhibition at Toronto 
—a success that was never surpassed. 

Mr. Henry Gallagher, propoting a vote of 
thanks, said that those present had learned a 
lot from the speaker's address. 

EMPIRE WEEK IN CANADA. 

Mr. F. W. Fraser, of the Canadian Com- 
missioner’s Office, Dublin, seconding, said 
that the Dublin merchants ought to take 
advantage of the Empire Shopping Week, 
which was to be held in Canada next April. 
It would, he said, be a good opportunity for 
Irish manufacturers to renew their assault 
upon the Canadian market and to repeat the 
success: alluded to by Mr. Cotter.

ATHLONE PROPOSAL. 


At a public meeting which was held in 
Athlone yesterday it was decided to get into 
communication with the bacon-curing firms 
of Limerick with la view to having a bacon 
factory and creamery established in the 


town.

DEATH OF AN OLD IRISH

COST OF EXTRA POLICE. 


The dispute regarding the cost for extra 
ene in the city, imposed by the 
Northern Government on the lfast 
Corporation, has been settled. It will be 
recalled that a large number of the Royal 
Ulster Constabulary were drafted into the 
city in addition to the free quota, 
although their services were not required, 
while the forces in various parts of the 
province were not up to the free quota, 
with the result that Belfast was victimised 
in the expense of maintaining a body of 
men without just cause. 

Sir William Coates, about a year ago, in 
preparing his annual budget for the 
Council, drew attention to the matter and 
protested against such an unreasonable 
charge, amounting to almost £40,000 per 
annum ; but the Minister of Home Affairs, 
on being approached, hinted at certain 
dangers and said he was the best judge as 
to where the police force should be 
centred. 


THE ARRANGEMENT.

A SHEFFIELD OUTBREAK. 


What the Chief Constable of Sheffield de 
scribed as a case of cowardly hooliganism 
came before the magistrates yesterday morn- 
ing, when the story of an attack on the 
police by a hostile crowd was told. A man 
was arrested last Saturday night for being 
drunk and disorderly, and a crowd, which at 
one time numbered from 800 to 900, gathered 
and tried to rescue him. The police were 
struck and jostled, attempts were made to 
kick their feet from under them, and even- 
tually they had to take refuge in a house 
until reinforcements arrived. 

The Chief Constable said that six months 
ago there was a recrudescence of this form 
of assault on the police, and he then asked 
the magistrates to infijct exemplary sentences.

THE PORK AND EGG 
INDUSTRY. 

Mr. John Kennedy, County Councillor, pre- 
sided at a meeting of the County om ord 
Farmers’ Association Executive, held in Long- 
ford, at which seventeen branches were repre- 
sented by some forty delegates. 

Captain Walter Bond, in a letter of apology: 
expressed the hope that some project would 
be devised to encourage the dairy industry, 
which, with the pork and egg industry, was 
essential to the country’s future prosperity. 

The Secretary (Mr. M. J. Lyons) reported a 
considerable falling off in the collection of 
branch subscriptions. This he attributed to 
the fact that two election campaigns had been 
fought within a few months. 

Mr. H Graham, Chairman of Longford 
County Council, explained that while. the six 
members of the Farmers’ Party in the Dail 
had more or less allied themselves with the 
Government Party, their leader, Mr, Heffer- 
nan, had made it clear that they reserved the 
right to vote against the Government on any 
issue on which the farmers’ interests might clash 
with those of the Government Party. Further. 
more, it was arranged that their Chairman 
should be Chairman of the Economy Com- 
mittee. This he regarded as a decided gain. 
He proposed :—' That the County Longford 
Farmers’ Association be carried on on the 
same lines as heretofore with regard to its 
political and economic programme ”’ 

Mr. Joseph O'Farrell seconded the resolu- 
tion, and it was passed.

LIMERICK DOCK PROJECT 


LETTER FROM MINISTRY OF 


INDUSTRY. 


At the meeting of the Limerick Harbour 
Board yesterday, the Mayor presiding, a 
letter was read from Mr. Gordon Campbell, 
Secretary to the Department of Industry and 
Commerce in reference to the revised plan 
and alternative tender in connection with the 
scheme for the extension of the Limerick 
dock. 

Lhe letter stated that the Ports and Har- 
bours Tribunal would investigate fully the 
history of both this and the dock railway 
project, and would be requested to furnish 
the Minister with an interim report on the 
merits of both p ls bearing on the pre- 
sent condition ai gro requirements and 
financial resources of the port. 

The Minister, the letter continued, is aware 
that the relative importance of the two pro- 
posals has been the subject of much local 
controversy, and trusts that all interests con- 
cerned will appear and give evidence before 
the Tribunal. it has been repeatedly indicated 
to the Commissioners that, on the information 
available to the Minister, their resources 
would not, under the most favourable cireum- 
stances, prove sufficient to meet an expendi- 
ture exceeding £150,000. Although, in the 
absence of final plans, he has not given any 
undertaking that public funds would be 
charged with liability for that expenditure, 
or any part of it, it would appear from the 
amount of the revised tender that the cost 
of the dock extension and the dock railway 
must together exceed £150,000; indeed, that 
has always appeared to the Minister to be 
probable. e Minister, therefore, expects 
Limerick, in the first instance, to choose be- 
tween the two proposals, and it would then 
be the Minister’s duty to consider whether 
the selected proposal is one to which in the 
then circumstances the desired Government 
assistance can be given. A decision will not 
be expedited by the Commissioners continu- 
ing to advocate the carrying out of both pro- 
posals, . 

The letter added that among the matters 
to which the Minister will request the 
Tribunal to give special consideration is the 
question, whether in the interests of the 
veneral trade of the port a revision of the 
present dues and charges may not be a more 
prudent proceeding than incurring any large 
capital expenditure under existing circum- 
stances. " 

The Board nominated Senator J. P. Good- 
body, Messrs. F. J. Cleeve, G. R. Ryan, 
S. J. K. Roycroft, Alderman O'Flynn, and 
the Mayor to give evidence in support of the 
resolution for the dock extension before the 
Tribunal, the secretary to be empowered, in 
conjunction with the solicitors of the Board, 
to engage counsel for the representation of 
the Commissioners’ case. 

At a former meeting of the Harbour Board 
the tender of the Netherlands Harbour 
Works, Amsterdam, was accepted for the dock 
extension, subject to the approval of the 
Ministry.

USE OF SIGNAL LIGHTS. 


(By W. ROPER LINDSAY.) 


NEW YORK, January 21st. 
HEN the method of controlling city 
trafic by signal lighte—a system 
that was pioneered in Detroit—was first 
introduced in New York its immediate 
resu'ts were strikingly advantageous. The 
number of police detailed expressly for 
traffic duty was reduced; collisions and 


. accidents were cut down by 25 per cent. of 


their previous daily total; traffic through 
the congested district of downtown New 
York was speeded up to a remarkable 
extent, and the previous almost inex- 
tricable traffic jams that occurred at all 
rush hours were eliminated. The system 
Was acclaimed as a very big step towards 
the solution of traffic problems in large 
cities. 

European traffic experts came to investi- 
gate, but Paris traffic police shook their 
heads, and likewise Scotland Yard’s repre- 
sentatives.

THE FIRST TRIAL. 


In New York the initia! trial of the 
Bignal light system was made on Fifth 
avenue. This avenue, catting in one un- 
deviating line through the beart of the 
city for some five miles, and carrying, it 
has been estimated, the heaviest flow of 
day and night traffic in the world, pro- 
vided an ideal test ground. Here the 
lights are placed on twenty-foot high 
erections planted in the centre of the inter- 
section of a side street with the main 
street, these “ towers,”’ as they were called, 
being some 700 yards or more apart. On 
each of these towers two lights are mounted 
conspicuously, one red, the other green, 
the tichts beiny visible for more than half 
a mile in strong sunlight. The towers, 
with their lights, are connected up in 
series with a main tower, or “ master 
tower,’’ at two or more strategic points. 
The master towers are each operated by a 
traffic policeman, who is seated in the 
tower twenty feet above the street level, 
with a clear view up and down the avenue. 

With the green light showing, traffic 
moves up and down the avenue, but no 
vebicles are permitted: to cross the trafiic 
streains, though they may join the flow 
from the side streets, provided this can 
Jone withou’ crossing the path of any 
moving vehicles. To release traffic 
e side streets the red lights on the 
sides of the toners facing up and down 
are switched on, thus halting 
in streams of traffic and permitting 
ninterruptéd passage for the traffic

[It will be seen, therefore, that, 
all the other main traffic arteries, 

parallel with Fifth avenue, are 
nmtrolled by signal lights, a

In some of the large cities—notably 
Vashington and Chicago—it was found 
that the peculiar lay-out of their street 
sistem would admit of the introduction 
of a very advantageous molification of the 
senchronised system described above. 
This. is known as the “ progressive,’’ or 
é gave,” or “ platoon ”’ system which re- 
ceived very favourable comment recently 
et the joint committee appcinted by the 
New York State Conference of Mayors and 
Associates, who described it as follows :— 

‘“In accordance with this system all 
signals in the system are changed simul- 
tuneously, but they are grouped as to the 
eclour displayed. For instance, on a 
given street the frst. two or three signals 
may show green, w hile the next group are 
red, and so on throughout the controlled 
action of the street. The timing of the 

is so arranged that vehicles once 
i controlled ares, and travel- 
\ at @ prede sale speed, will 


reach a red light as it is changing’ to 
green, and thus avoid the rt ity of 
stopping, although sufficient interval has 
been provided for cross travel on intersect- 
ing streets. This plan permits of m4 age 
mately continuous movement of traffic in 
both directions, while, at the same time, 
it discourages speeding, as the ster 
would be halted at nearly every intersec- 
tion. The progressive system is most 
effective on a wide thoroughfare where 
blocks are of equal le . Where they 
are not, @ varying number of blocks may 
be grouped in, such a way that the driving 
distance of epch group may be approxi- 
mately the same. Where the area of a 
city to be controlled. consists of a rect- 
angular layout of streets, with blocks of 
nearly equal lengths in a given direction, 
the progressive system may be applied to 
the entire area.”’ 


DIFFICULTIES. 


It has been suggested for some time 
that this progressive system be tried out 
in New York, but most traffic authorities 
of that city seem to agree that the multi- 
plicity of up-and-down-town street car 
surface lines would render the plan in- 
applicable to, at least, the major portion 
of Manhattan Island. Stopping places for 
street cars are, of course, usually spaced 
along the line at very frequent intervals, 
and, since police regulations demand that 
all traffic immediately following a street 
car come to am immediate halt when that 
vehicle stops to let on or off passengers, 
this would suffice very effectively to dis- 
rupt the speedy, onward, flow of that par- 
ticular traffic “wave.” It is proposed, 
however, to put the system in operation 
on some of the uptown districts, where in 
the main traffic avenues are wider and less 
crowded with street cars. 

At dangerous traffic intersections in 
suburban districts small light towers— 
‘silent policemen ” as they are called 
colloquially—are placed in the middle of 
the intersection. These devices stand 
about six feet high, and are provided with 
red and green, “ stop ” and “ go,” signals 
on each of their four faces, which are 
flashed alternately by an internal clock- 
work, or electrical make-and-break type 
contact mechanism. The period of time 
between the stop and proceed signals is 
usually from 30 to 60 seconds. The 
signals work entirely automatically and 
independent of human control, but to en- 
force their observance they are periodi- 
cally ‘‘ trapped’ by plain clothes men, 
and the offending driver who is detected 
endeavouring to sneak past with the 
signal against him is very heavily fined. 
At cross-roads where traffic may not be 
heavy, but where drivers may be tempted 
t» take chances and ‘“‘ blind” across, 
similarly constructed towers are placed, 
but carry only one light, screen or yellow. 
The light is flashed continuously, the 
curation of the flash being a mere frac- 
tion of a second.

green light as indicating “right of way.”’ 
This would seem to emphasise the abso- 
lute necessity of standardising traffic 
signals, at least nationally, if not inter- 
nationally. Perhaps the most effective 
method for making the pcliceman con- 
trolling the traffic easily visible to all the 
drivers was that noted by the writer in 
New Jersey. A strikingly white, rub- 
berised fabric overcoat is worn by the 
policeman, and at night a powerful] spot- 
light, placed on the roof of a nearby build- 
ing, 1s directed on him. The result is 
remarkable and very effective. 

The chief advantages accruing from the 
adoption of a signal control system seems 
to he in their replacing policemen for 
more useful duty elsewhere. Previous to 
adopting the system, however, it is usual 
t> experiment very carefully with a tem- 
porary (trial) arrangement of lights. All 
the large American cities devote a con- 
siderable amount of time and money to- 
wards the study of traffic conditions, and 
,even the most recently laid-out street 
systems are not wholly free from traffic 
,Problems. Chicago recently spent £14,000 
solely in making an elaborate analysis of 
the number of vehicles passing certain 
points at certain hours, their origin and 
destination, and the percentage of com- 
mercial vehicles, private cars and street 
cars. 


WORK FOR BOY SCOUTS. 


Los Angeles traffic experts made a 
similar surver, but kept the cost at a 
mere £6,000 br ám é harnessing to 
their purpose the youthful exuberance of 
several thousand Boy Scouts. These 
voungsters they placed in groups at the 
most important traffic’ points, loaded them 
with notebooks and counting meters, and 
left them to enjoy themsclves over the 
enumerating of the numberof cars and 
trucks travelling north and south per 
hour, and the number travelling east and 
west per hour, with the proportion of 
trucks to private cars, and of street cars 
to automobiles, and passengers to each 
vehicle, etcetera. 

All of these details are absolutely vital 
if the taxpayers are to foot the bill for 
the introduction of a system, the efficacy 
of which may be at all doubtful. Local 
traffic conditions vary to an extraordinary 
degree, and a panacea in one city might 
resolve into a harmful nostrum in another 
cy.

Since the war he devoted all his great 
energies to the cause of bis old comrades, 
and ex-Service men in Ireland who 
approached him on his frequent visits to 
Portmarnock have reason to remember the 
unfailing courtesy with which he received 
them and tae pains to which he invariably 
went to have their grievances redressed. 


Lost War Leaders. 


Jt is rather remarkable that the 
Army side we should have lost so many

great naval heroes still should fortunately 
be spared to us. Lord Haig was excep- 
tional in one respect. Unlike so many of 
his colleagues, either of the Army or of 
the Navy, he never came into public con- 
troversy with the politicians, and I shall 
be surprised if, when his papers come to 
be published, they will reveal any of that 
personal acrimony which mars the records 
ol others. | 

He had much latent pugnacity,. and 
was, at the same time, more sensitive than 
others of the great soldiers of the time. 
Many of the obituary writers speak as if 
his natural reserve were the same thing 
as the unlikeable quality of aloofness. I 
know one distinguished soldier who would 
be furious at any such suggestion. To 
those immediately associated with him he 
was the most kindly of men, and took a 
great interest in their small personal con- 
cerns, which was ratner cheering when 
bigger things were on toot. 


The Free State and Canada. 


President Cosgrave’s visit to Canada 
may have far-reaching results in the 
future. I shal! not be surprised if it 
tends to turn the thouvbts of voung Irish- 
men, whose hopes are centred in a life 
overseas, to the possibilities and oppor- 
tunities of the land of the Maple Leaf. 
Furthermore, Mr. Cosgrave will be 
brought into intimate tcuch with the 
latest phase of Empire development, 
whereby, as a direct outcome of the last 
Imperial Conference, Canada bas decided 
to have separate diplomatic representation 
in France. 

The Irish Free State and Canada, whose 
Constitutions and rights are almost 
identical, are moving side by side if these 
matters. Both have their own Ministers 
at Washington. Both have 
seats on the League of Nations, and 
vet another stage in this progressive 
development of co-equality within the 
Empire is, I understand, contemplated by 
the appointment of a British diplomatic 
representative, other than the Goyernor- 
General, to represent the Mother Country 
in Canada. It mav be assumed that if 
such an appointment is made in the case 
of Canada a similar appointment will also 
be made to the Irish Free State.

SOUTH AFRIGA.

The initia] success of 
Elandslaagte, so commonly attributed: to 
another; the epic operations in front of 
Colesherg during that critica] period when 
the. British Army was shaken by the 
initial reverses of the Boer campaign ; 
the spectacular reversing of our. military 
disasters at Kimberley and Paardeberg— 
these were all built upon the framework 
supplied by this silent, painstaking Chief 
of Staff. . 

The South African campaign brought 
its reward. During its later phases Haig 
ceased to be a subordinate staff officer, 
and with distinction commanded a group 
of mobile columns. 

INDIAN EXPERIENCE. 

In the interval between the. Boer War 
and the Great War Lord Haig held many 
important appointments. He was promoted 
to command the 17th Lancers, and then 
he went to India as Inspector-General of 
Cavalry. In this-capacity he did great 
work for the efficiency of the Indian 
mounted service. Recalled from India, he 
was successively Director of Miltary 
Training at the War Office and Director 
of Staff Duties. He returned to India in 
1999 to be Chief of the Staff to the Com- 
wander-in-Chief, and was recalled to take 
up the chief command at Aldershot in 


1912. 
IN FLANDERS FIELDS. 

The admitted tactical efficiency of the 
tritish Expeditionary Force that first took 
the field in Flanders in 1914 can be traced 
to Haig's three years at Aldershot. 
Tossibly the origins) British Expedi- 
tionary Force was the most efficient unit 
that had ever been put into the field 
since the days of the 10th Legion. ‘That 
the Germans believed its rapid magazine 
fire was that of machine guns Is an 
eloquent, testimony to the perfection of 
its musketry. Much of this efficiency was 
due to Haig, the cavalry man 

Lord Haig’s command, first of the Ist 
Army, and later of the Ist Corps of the 
British Expeditionary Force, was a model 
of yenius-making improvisation. Lord 
Ypres, always maintained that Haig's.in- 
4exible stubbornness saved his little army 
from annibilation. At the end of the last 
phase of the first battle of Ypres, m 
Novembér, 1914, Lérd Ypres wrote of his 
subordinate: ‘‘ The situation was met by 
Haiz with the same grim determination, 
stedfass courage and skilful forethought 
which had characterised his bandling of 
the operations throughoat.’ 

Lord Haig was appointed to command 
the British Expeditionary Force in France 
in succession of Lord Ypres on December 
19. 1915. At no time during the history of 
the British Empire had there been a 
period when so. much depended upon the 
genius of one man as the three years that 
followed this appointment. Hé kept the 
command to the end of the war, holding on 
through terrible strain and through heavy 
defeats, and brought British arms to 
renown and victory. He had many critics, 
but be did not trouble to reply to them. 
and his record and the achievements of 
the British Army under his command will 
always remain the completest answer. 

"UNITY OF COMMAND. 

It was in the sprifg o* 1918 that one 
of the greatest crises in. his career came, 
when after the spectacular advance of the 
German Army the Allied Powers came at 
lencth. to the decision that the “Allied 
Armies must be put under one supreme 
control—and that the (ren¢ raltssimo should 
be a French’ officer. Earl Haig long had 
known of the efforts made in that direction 
in Whitehall and Paris, but he had 
natural'y been reluctant to put the British 
Army under Wrench control. He had 
already had many proofs of a divergence 
in: aim and policy, and was for’ long 
sceptical about the possible advantaces. 

At length, however, he was convinced 
that the danger was such av to outweigh 
all other considerations, and with a hne 
abnegation of his own ambitions he con- 
sented to’ become subordinate to’ Marshal 
Foch: He made it clear to the- Prime 
Minister that unless the Allied Armies in 
France were placed under a unified 
command fhe Allied- cause was lost. . He 
of. his personal kuewledge of the various 
French Generals, suggested. Focb for the 
guprem: command, and willingly subjectéd 
bimself to Fock’s authority : 

In a word, it was Haig’s genius, exer- 
cised at this.crucial moment, that won the 
Great War in the sense that the co-ordina- 
tion of the Allies’ resistance in April and 
May defeated Germany’s supreme and 
final effort. 

THE TURN OF THE TIDE. 

When the tide turned in July, 1918, 
Haig still had opportunities to show that 
he was capable of launching and conduct- 
ing a creat offensive witb the same solid 
and calculated force as he bad shown 
when he stood on the defensive, or steadied 
a retreat during the dark days. When 
in. 1918. be issued his famous message 
to the: British forces félling them 
they were fighting ‘‘ with their backs to 
the wall,” it at once startled: and inspired 
most of the men who read or heard it; for 
it was almost tLe first bint of an emotiona! 
phrase from s leader in whom. reserve and 
reticence ‘were dominant characteristics, 
and every toldier Knew thai if Haig said 
it it must be true to the last syllable. 

The méssage was addressed to “All 
ranks of the British forces in France, 
and contained the words: 

‘“ Many amongst us now are tired. To 
thse 1 would say that victory will belong 
to the side which holds out the lougest. 
. , There is no other course open to 
us but to fight it out. Every position must 
be held to the last man. There must be 
no retirement. With our backs to the 
wall, and believing in tho omg of our 
cause, each one of us must |

WORK FOR EX-SERVIGE MEN. 

Among the last words that Earl Haig 
uttered the day before his death be 
referred to the work which he carried on 
in the interests of ex-Service men. He 
was asked to pay a return visit to his Boy 
Scouts troop at Richmond, but said: “T 
am devoting the whole of my remaining 
days to furthering the cause of ex-Service 
men, and I have very little time for other 
work,” 

When the work of various ex-Service 
mens societies was co-ordinated in the 
British Legion, Karl Haig became its 
President. For seven successive years 
he appealed earnestly on behalf of the 
' Poppy Day” Fund, which bore the 
alternative title of Lord Haig’s Fund. The 
| total amount raised by the fund in its frst 
six years was £1,749,000. For this 
Immense result the conscientious and in- 
spiring leadership of Earl Haig was in a 
great measure responsible.

The news of the death of Earl Haig was 
received by his tenantry at Bemersyde 
with the deepest sorrow and regret. It 
was a matter of great satisfaction to the 
Scottish Borderers when, in 1920, as the 
outcome. of.a great national gift, Earl 
Haig was enabled. as the descendant of 
one of the most eminent Border families, 
to re-enter the ancient familv estate of 
Bemersyde, overlooking: one of the most 
beautiful vallevs of the Tweed. . He dis- 
plated the greatest pride in the improve- 
ment of Bemersyde, and also in the inte- 
rests of his tenantry, among whom his 
cheerful and inspiring presence will be 
sadiy missed.

SHOT AT HUSBAND.

STRABANE WOMAN SENT FOR 
TRIAL. 

At a Special Court held in Strabane yester- 
day, before Mr. Charles Browne, District 
Inspector Walshe, Strabane, charged Rebecca 
Nicholl, of the Derry road, Strabane, with 
attempting to kill James Nicholl, of Stra- 
bane, by shooting at him with a rifle. 

Nicholl deposed that he was a gardener, 
and resided at Derry road, Strabane, with 
his wife and five children. He left his home 
last. Sunday after having dinner. He re- 
turned to the house at about 6 p.m. The 
door was locked. He knocked, and Ins wife 
answered. She said that she would not allow 
him in. They were not living on good terms. 
His wife was jealous of him without cause 
He got up on the window sill, and pulled 
down the window. He threw his overcoat in 
first. As he was on the window he saw his 
wife inside with the rifle (produced) in her 
hand. She had the rifle at the ready posi 
tion pointing at the window. She then said 
that she would blow his brains out. He made 
a grab for the rifle over the top of the 
window, and succeeded in pushing it away 
from him, but could not catch it. A shot 
then went off, and the bullet went out at the 
right-hand side of the top part of the win- 
dow, and passed about a couple of inches 
from his head. 

The rifle from which the bullet was dis- 
charged was his own property. He had it 
concealed in the house, and also five rounds 
of .505 ammunition. He was a member of 
the ‘‘B”’ Special Constabulary, and he held 
a permit authorising him to keep the rifle and 
ammunition. He had no Government arms 
in the house. His wife’s mind had been af- 
fected for the past eighteen months. He 
swore an information last year, with a view 
to having her committed to Omagh. Mental 
Hospital, but the doctor did not certify her 
insane, 

Defendant. who declined to cross-examine, 
was returned for trial.

HOW EXPORTS CAN BE

Mr. Patrick Hogan, Irish Free State 
Minister for Lands and Agriculture, was 
optimistic about the country’s future when 
1 discussed with him yesterday the 
improvement in trade indicated in the 
statistics for last year, 

There was good reason for optimism. A 
decrease in imports of nearly £500,000, an 
increase in exports of nearly £3,000,000, 
and a fall of nearly £3,500.000 in the 
adverse trade balance are éncouraging 
signs. ' 

‘* It is quite obvious, said Mr. Hogan, 
‘ that our farmers are’ beginning . to 
realise that there is no new way of making 
money. There is but one way of growing 
prosperous, and it applies to the whole 
country, as well as to every individual in 
it: it is the old way of more and more 
production and more and more efficiency. 


FURTHER IMPROVEMENT NEEDED. 

“I am satisfied with the big increase in 
exports; but I believe ‘that it can he 
improved upon enormously. A lot depends 
upon ourselves, but if there is a distinct 
improvement in British trade—if the pre 
dicted trade reyival in Great Britain 
becomes a fact—our exports can very 
easily increase just as much this year. 
That is a fact to which we should not 
close our eyes. 

“HH trade in Great Britain really 
revives, there is plenty. of room for con- 
tinuous improvement in our own expoct 
trade. Indeed, a very slight increase iii 
the prices of either butter or eggs would 
bring about a big increase in the total 
values exported. 

“T am hopeful that the development that 
will take place this year, especially with 
the operation of the national mark, will 
bring our butter very close to the Danish 
in quality. 

“Another good sign is that people are 
making a genuine attempt to pay their 
way, and this applies to annuities and 
private debts. When a man cannot settle 
his entire debt he is paying something on 
account. There is a general realisation 
that payment of just debts ought to be 
made, and this is being done, in spite of 
all the lavish promises of their remission 
and the temptations that are being placed 
in the peoples’ way. 

PIG EXPORTS. 

Speaking of the increased pig exports, 
Mr. Hogan said:—“ It is not surprising 
that people went out of pig production in 
1924-25, when prices were low; but they 
got into it again towards the end of 1926, 
when prices went up, so that we were in 
a position to take advantage of the 
embargo on Dutch pork when it came 
along. Full advantage has been taken of 
that embargo, with the good results you 
see In last year's trade rethrns. 

‘ But I believe that our exports of pigs 
are capable of still further development. 
A good sign is that at present, when the 
price of pigs is very low, there is no indi- 
cation that farmers are giving. up pig 
producing. Prices may remain low for 
some time, but 1 cannot see them falling 
further. 

MIXED FARMING. 

‘It is a very healthy sign to see farmers 
going in more extensively for cows, butter 
and pigs—in short, for mixed farming. I 
would like to see a big increase in the 
numbers of poultry and eggs exported. 
This fits in. with the mixed farming 
economy, the best type of farming for our 
country...” -

IRISH FARMERS’ GREAT 
OPPORTUNITY. 

Mr. David Barry, O.B.E., President 
elect of the Dublin Chamber of Commerce. 
was also very hopeful for the future when 
I saw him yesterday. He said :—‘‘ The 
figures revealed in the statistics for 1927. 
as issued by the Ministry for Industry 
and Commerce, so far as exports are con- 
cerned, are so far quite satisfactory, and 
merely go to prove what I have always 
asserted. If the Irish farmers and ex- 
porters could only be brought to a realisa- 
tion of the importance of the market at 
their doors, I am satisfied that the ad- 
verse balance could be wiped out in a 
very short period of. time. 

'“ Great Britain imports 19 million 
pounds’ worth of eggs alone in the year, 
and when it is considered that for every 
95 eggs exported from the Irish Free 
State, China supplies the British market 
with 138 and Denmark with 121, while 
Russia, Poland, Egypt, Belgium, Italy, 
the Argentine and other countries also 
contribute their quota of suppliés, it will 
be seen that there is an almost unlimited 
market for óur Irish eggs. 

FIRST PLACE. 

““ As a result of the Agricultural Pro- 
duce (Eggs) Act the British consuming 
public now give first place to Itish eggs, 
and, that being so, there is now no reason 
why our exports in eggs should not reach 
proportions as would entirely 
eliminate the adverse balance. Every 
farmhouse and every cottar-house in the 
Irish Free State can supply its quota to 
this end if only they will waken up to the 
possibilities of the situation. Our exports 
in butter can also be increased very sub- 
stantially, and under the Dairy Preduce 
Act this will, no doubt, come about, but 
there is more capital required for a large 
increase in the exports of butter, and I 
trust, therefore, every householder 
.throughout the Free State will imme- 
diately recognise how their income and 
the nation’s income can be substantially 
increased with the smallest possible addi- 
tion of required capital. 

““The increase in pigs and fresh pork is 
also most satisfactory, but in respect of these 
-exports there is a definite limit to the re- 
quirements of the British people, more 
especially as regards fresh pork. There is a 
considerable field for extended operations in 
regard to pigs, and I hope the increase shown 
in 1927 will be extended very materially in 
the current year. ; 

“To my mind, the increased exports in 
butter and éggs only show a measure of the 
possibilities of the market in Great Britain 
in thése commodities, and, as it does not 
require any great length of time or capital to 
secure increased supplies of eggs, I trust the 
citizens of the’ Free State will realise what a 
favoured position they hold in the British 
market; that they will rise to the occasion, 
and that the figures for 1928 will reveal a 
tremendous increase in such expodts. 

“When one considers the magnitude of 
the British. market, as indicated in our 
exports, one wonders why so much time is 
spent on other negligible markets and why 
we do not concentrate on doubling at least 
our exports to Great Britain. 

“The Dairy Act and Agricultural Produce 
(Eggs) Act have already worked wonders, 
and will, I feel sure, as time goes on, prove 
the wisdom underlying same.”’

FRANCHISE LISTS 


OPEN FOR INSPECTION 
TO-DAY.

DUTY OF EVERY VOTER. 

The electors’ lists for every county and 
county borough in the Free State were pub- 
lished yesterday. These lists comprise three 
documents, as follows :— 

List A— The register now in force. 

List B—Persons newly qualified since 
that register came into force; and 

List C—Persons whose names appear 
on the register, but who are no longer 
qualified. 

The lists can be inspected at post offices, 
Garda Siochanma barracks, etc., and at the 
office of the registration officer. A person 
who wishes to find out whether he is re- 
gistered should first of all look at List A 
under the particular street or townland in 
which he lives, or in which he oecupies busi- 
ness poe lf his name is on the exitsing 
register, he should make certain that it is 
not on List C—*‘ Persons no longer qualified,”’ 
If the name is on List A and not on List C 
he has nothing further to do, as notice will 
be given if an objection is lodged. 

In the case of a person whose name is not 
on List A—for instance, one who has changed 
his residence—List B (” Persons newly qauli- 
fied "’) should be examined. A person whose 
name is on List B need not trouble any 
further. 

If a person considers that he is entitled 
to be registered as a Dail, Seanad or lecal 
government elector, and finds that his name 
is on List A and List C. or that his name is 
neither on List A nor List B, he should ob- 
tain a claim form at the Post Office or from 
the registration officer, fill it up at once, and 
send it to the registration officer (or, in 
Dublin City, to the Town Clerk). Any claims 
of this nature must be sent in before the 
26th February, 1928. 

When an election is about to be held it 
Is quite useless for a person to complain to 
the returning officer, or to the registration 
officer, that his name is not on the register. 
The only way to make certain of registration 
is to inspect the lists now, and, if necessary, 
make a claim. A person who does not take 
this trouble, and who finds later on that he 
has no vote, may blame himself and not the 
registration authorities. 


THE QUALIFICATIONS. 

The qualifications are simple: 

Every person, without distinction of sex, 
who is a citizen of Saorstat Eireann, who has 
attained the age of 21 years, and is not sub- 
ject to any legal incapacity, is entitled to be 
registered once in one, but not more than 
one, constituency in Saorstat Eireann. The 
constituency nay be :— 

(a) constituency in which he or she is 
ordinarily resident on the qualifying date, 
or 

(b) the constituency in which he or she 
occupies on the qualifying date business 
premises as defined above, or 

(c) the University constituency’ in 
which he or she has received the re- 
quisite degree. ' 

As a person may, however, only be regis- 
tered once in not more than one con- 
stitnencv as a Dail elector, a graduate who 
is on the University Register will not be 
registered in the County Register. 

Every Dail elector who is over 30 is en- 
titled to be registered as a Seanad elector. 

Every person who occupies land or pre- 
mises, either as owner or tenant for a period 
of six months ending on 15th November, is 
entitled to be registered as a Local Govern- 
ment elector. 

The lists and register are arranged in 
columns, indicating the particular franchise— 
The letter S in sobeea 2 opposite a person’s 
name denotes Seanad Franchise; the fetter R 
or BP in column 3 indicates Dai] Franchise, 
and the letters O or H.O. in column 6 the 
Local Government Franchise. 

Persons who appear to be qualified and 
liable to serve as jurors are noted as “J” in 
column 7. 

If any persun considers himself or herself 
not to be liable to jury service on the grounds 
of age, physical infirmity, profession, etc., and 
finds that the letter ‘‘J’’ appears in column 
7 opposite to the-entry, such person must 
communicate at once with the Registration 
Officer stating the statutory grounds on which 
exemption is claimed. If this is not done, it 
is quite possible that the name of a person 
entitled to exemption may, in due course, 
appear on the Jurors’ Book. 

The only way any such person can avoid 
the trouble of appearing in Court when sum- 
moned as a juror, and of there claiming 
exemption, as well as wasting the time of 
the Court, 1s to examine the lists new and 
make certain that either he or she is not re- 
turned as a juror. The office of the Regis- 
tration Officer is usually situated at the court- 
house in the county town.

There were further developments at the 
seventh day’s sitting of the second Irish 
Cro’*x*r Commission at the offices of the 
Americar. Consulate-General, Merrion 
square, Dublin, yesterday, when the 
witness, Miss Clara Curwen, stationer, 
cf 5 Nassau street, Dublin, did not appear, 
and when it was announced that two im- 
portant letters had disappeared. 

Mr. Cornelius Ferris, Consul-General, 
presided. | 

MEDICAL EVIDENCE. 

Mr. Wood said that he wished to record 
medical evidence that Miss Curwen was 
unable to attend that day. ) ! 

Mr. Paty said that the deíendant took 
exception to the introduction of the evidence 
on the ground that it was outside the scope 
of the order exhibited therewith for the 
taking of the evidence, and on the further 
round that the Commissioner (Mr. Cornelins 

erris), before whom the hearing wag held, 
was incompetent to rule on the matter: 

Mr. Lichliter also took exception to the 
evidence on the grounds that it was im- 
material, irrelevant and incompetent. 

Dr. Harry 8. Laird said that he had at- 
tended Miss Curwen for nearly thirty years, 
and as long as he knew her she had been 
virtually a cripple. She was a highly strung, 
excitable’ and nervous person and very easily 
upset. Miss Curwen had had a good deal of 
business strain, and time and again he had 
to look after her for a common nervous break- 
down. He had examined her the day before, 
and had found her in an excitable condition. 
She had wanted to talk a great deal, and at 
the same time her conversation was not 
properly connected, and she was inclined to 
wander away from the subject, showing that 
she was not able to concentrate. He did not 
examine her physically, as he knew her con- 
dition well from long experience. He doubted 
if she would be well enough to be present to 
give evidence for probably a week. 

Mr. Paty—Might it not be a year before 
she would be able to attend’—No; she 
recovers fairly quickly from these break- 


downs. 
DANGEROUS. 

Dr. Laird added that if Miss Curwen were 
to be present that day she would have to be 
wither só there, and not only would it he 
dangerous to her, but probably permanently 


‘dangerous to her future. 


Dr. J. P. Brennan, Coroner for County 
Dublin, who already had given evidence as 
to Miss Curwen’s condition, said that he had 
examined Miss Curwen that morning, and 
had found her nervous condition virtually un- 
changed from the first day he had seen her, 
and he considered that it would be highly 
dangerous for her to come there for cross- 
examination for some time. In his opinion 
it would be highly dangerous to her life if she 
were compelled to be present that day or 
during the week. 

Messrs. Paty and Lichliter proposed that 
the evidence of both witnesses be struck out 
in its entirety on the ground that it was 
irrelevant, immaterial and incompetent, and 
outside the scope of the order of the Com- 
mission. 

Mr. Wood asked that the witness be further 
excused, and that they would again report 
as to her condition in a week s time. 

Mr. Ferris said that he would like to hear 
what counsel for the defendants had to say. 

Mr. Shannon said that it was outside his 
jurisdiction to make any ruling. 

Mr. Ferris said that, to his mind, the 
question was whether the Commissioner had 
any authority to compel the attendance of a 
witness at all. If witnesses were to be com- 
xelled to attend the Commission, it would 
ane to be by some authority in this country. 
If a witness refused to be sworn or got up 
and walked out of a room, had he any 
authority? If a witness chose to stay away, 
it was for counsel for defendants to use their 
authority. 

QUESTION OF JURISDICTION. 

Mr. Shannon said that their submission was 
that the Commissioner had no jurisdiction to 
rule one way or another. His duty was to 
preside and it was the Commission’s to take 
the evidence. 

Mr. Wood said that in the circumstances 
it was in power of the Commissioner to rule 
upon it and to acquaint the courts, at least, 
with his opinion. 

Mr. Shannon said that it was by no means 
admitted that witness had collapsed under 
cross-examination. He protested against the 
suggestion that Mr. Ferris should give his 
opinion. 

Mr. Ferris asked Mr. Wood what he would 
do if he (the Commissioner) refused to act 
upon his recommendations and excuse witness 
any more. . 

Mr. Wood—Then I will have to act on my 
own authority, and, of course, I dare not 
make her attend. 

Mr. Ferris—Do you leave it to the counsel 
for defendants to compel her attendance? 

Mr. Wood said that if the counsel for the 
defendants doubted that they had the power 
to compel the attendance of witness, they had 
not mentioned it. 

Mr. Ferris said that he felt like leaving 
the counsel to their own resources. For him 
to say that she was excused would be directed 
to no point. He would take no action. On 
the first time that this witness was excused 
it was on the understanding that there was 
no objection. ‘they made no showing for 
the exception takén ‘to the introduction of the 
evidence, and it was because of this that he 
had excused witness for a few days. 

MISSING LETTERS. 

Mr. Wood stated that he, counsel fer com- 
jlainants, had had just then placed in his 
as for the first time a letter dated May 
18th, 1916, in respect of which he proposed 
to examine witness in lieu of two letters 
which had been identified by Mr. H. B. 
Croker in his evidence, and which were on 
the table at that Commission certainly on 
Friday and on Saturday, and which letters 
had disappeared after identification by Mr. 
Croker, as to the stamping of the telephone 
die on the said letters. 

Mr. Shannon objected to the witness being 
re-examined by Mr. Wood, witness not having 
been subjected to cross-examination. 

Mr. Paty objected to the proposed re- 
examination of the witness. The examination 
of the witness having been concluded, and 
there having been no. cross-examination, it 
was incompetent and improper, and not in ac- 
cordance with the rules of evidence, for him 
to give evidence in chief, after his examina- 
tion had closed. 

Mr. Lichliter objected on same grounds. 

Mr. Wood placed witness on the stand. 

Mr. Wootton was handed the letter, and 
he examined it closely. He said that the tele- 
phone address on the letter was stamped by 
the die, *‘ Exhibit No. 1, before that die was 
altered to read ‘*‘ Dundrum 60,” instead of 
“ Dundrum 10.’’ 

Counsel for the defendants objected to the 
evidence, and proposed that it be struck out. 

Mr. H. B. Croker, whose evidence had con- 
cluded last Saturday, and who had not been 
cross-examined, was again brought forward 
by counsel for the complainants, and put in 
the witness box. : 


THE TELEPHONE ADDRESS. 

Mr, Wood—Have you any recollection of 
identifying two documents alia the course 
of your examination ’—lI have. 

Mr. Shannon and Mr. Lichliter objected to 
this witness being recalled. bie 

Mr. Wood—Do you recollect initialling two 
documents on one corner ?—Yes. 

Do you recoliect identifying the telephore 
impression cn these letters as having been 
made by the dis, “ Exhibit No. 1”!—I do. . 

These letters having disappeared after you 
had given vy oor! I now place in your 
hand a letter dated May 18th, 1916, and also 
telephone die, “ Exhibit No. 1,” and ask you 
to tell me if the telephone address imp 
on the top left-hand corner of that letter was 
made by die “ Exhibit No. 1.” 

Witness then examined and compared the 
die and the impression on the letter, and 
finally gave it as his opinion as an expert 
that the impression was made by the die. 

Witness was not cross-examined. 

Mr. Wood asked Mr. Ferris if he would 
undertake the safe keeping of the letter until 
they needed it again. 

Mr. Ferris en a that he did not want to 
assume the ibility of having under his 
care anything was not offered in evidence. 

Mr. Wood—Complainants’ counsel now 
offers in evidence the document dated May 
18th, 1916. 

Counsel moved that the evidence given by 
the two witnesses on re-examination be 
struck out.

The sudden death of Field-Marshal Earl 
Haig of Bemersvde will

nowhere more sincerely than in Treland. 
Lord Haig went to France as Commander 
of the First British Army Corps, and, in 
the autumn 1915, another 
cavalry officer, the late Earl of Ypres, as 
Commander-in-Chief of the British Armies 
on the Western Front. Thereafter the

foresight; but he possessed qualities 
which, if not so rare, were not less valu- 
able in the gravest crisis of his country’s 
fortunes. They were, as Mr. Charchill 
says truly to-day, the classic qualities of 
British soldiership ; and these, like most 
of the qualities which made England 
great, have their foundation in character. 
To Lord Haig, as amply as to Sir John 
Moore, was given the mens equa in arduis. 
His quiet confidence did not fail even 
when, in April, 1918, his forces had “ their 
backs to the wall.” He had the courage 
to make necessary sacrifices from which 
others might have shrunk through fear 
of unpopularity. Always from the moment 
when he saw his duty he had no thought 
for dangers or obstacles. 

Courage, simplicity and common-sense— 
these qualities account for much of the 
Empire’s debt to Lord Haig, but not for 
all, or even for the greatest part, of it. 
No man of his time, soldier or statesman, 
excelled him in magnanimity; no other 


general ever was more devoted to his

Honey ond Its Market. 


Three-quarters of the quantity of honey 
consumed annually in Great Britain is 
imported, and more than half of the 
imported honey comes from foreign lands. 
These facts show that an immense market 
still remains to be captured by the Empire 
producer, A report of the Imperial 
Economic Committee is devoted to the 
question of Empire honey, and suggests 
that the honey market is likely rather to 
grow than to dwindle. The report is 
signed by representatives of all the 
Dominions and Colonies. Despite the 
signature of Mr. J. W. Dulanty, Trade 


London, no reference is made to either 


the production or the consumption of 


honey in the Saorstdt. The report, there- 
fore, throws no light on the place held, 
or capable of being held, by Irish pro- 
ducere of honey in the British market. 
This is the more regrettable because 
opinion is divided among cur country folk 
as to the profits likely to accrue from 
apiculture. Earnest people have urged 
farmers to take up the production of 
honey. They have pointed 


plentiful and exyuisite honey, and that 
the care of a few hives makes no con- 
siderable demand on time or labour. Often 
farmers have replied by alluding to sunless 
summers in which hives notoriously yielded 
less than the bees consumed ; or they have 
recalled epidemics which, arising through 
unskilled management, from time to time 
have caused the bee populations over whole 
counties to perish. During the last twenty 
years the discouraging counsels appear to 
have prevailed in the United Kingdom, to 
judge by the report ; for we are told that 
during that time the number of persons 
keeping bees has halved. On t-e other 
hand, the pessimist is refuted by the 
further statement in the report that “the 
number of bee colonies Las increased by 
50 per cent” In short, whil» fewer 
farmers keep hives, those who do keep them 
find them so profitable that they increase 
the numbers. Such proof of the possibilities 
of apiculture in England, even in these 
days competition from sunny lands 
afar, must be valid in Ireland also.

and of orchard fruit. It recommends 
research to support the belief that honey 
possesses peculiar nutritive value over 
other sweet foods. and it draws attention 
to the meed of standardised packing and 
marketing of honey, as of eggs. 


Electrical Baking. 

Will the completion of the Shannon 
hydro-electric scheme cheapen the cost of 
bread? The Engineering Correspondent of 
Daily Telegraph declares that 
electrical ovens are likely to reduce the 
cost of baking. Although men have baked 
bread since the beginning of history, there 
has been little change in the general 
structure of the oven. Baking to-day is 
virtually what it was in ancient times— 
save in four countries. The electric oven 
has revolutionised the baker’s trade in 
parts of Switzerland, France, Canada and 
the United States. Uniformity of 
temperature is a vital part of the produc- 
tion of palatable bread. the 
electrical engineer has an exact control 
over power that is unknown to the most 
skilful manipulator of furnaces.” It is 
obvious, therefore, that electric cooking 
appliances, rapidly increasing in number, 
certain to lead to electric baking 
Already a beginning has been 
made. Switzerland, with its abundant 
water power, has cheap and plentiful 
electricity, and it is the pioneer country 
it: electrical baking. A brick type of oven 
is used. From 10 p.m. to 5 a.m. the oven 
is heated, and then the current is switched 
off. A little later baking begins. No 
further heat is applied until the following 
night. In the United States all-metal 
travelling ovens are used. Loading takes 
place at one end and unloading at the 
other, eighty feet distant. Carefully 
disposed coils assure uniform heating. A 
typical two-oven bakery has a daily 
output of 4,000 lbs. of bread. Among 
advantages of electrical baking are the 
elimination of fuel storage, absolute 
cleanliness, standardisation of construc- 
tion, easy maintenance owing to greater 
accessibility of parts, and economy of

Asses are very common ir Ireland to- 


day. Every labourer in the rural districts, 
and every tinker, have their ass and cart. 
Donkey Derbys are common at gymkanas-. 
Seaside donkeys delight.the children in 
the summer. ‘The ass, with a basket on 
each side bringing home the turf is a 
typical sight in the West of Ireland. 
the use of the ass as a beast of burden in 
Ireland dates back only ahout a hundred 
w%s almost unknown here. 
Incredible? Well, listen to facts. 

There ‘is no native Lrish word for ass. 
Asal is obviously derived from the English 
ass or Latin astnus. No mention of the 
ass is made in older Irish writings except 


the animal 


Egypt No ass-bones have been found in 
ancient deposits : 
whatever of the use of the 
Middle Ages in Ireland.

Advertisements 0 have 
appeared in Dublin papers in the early 
part of the eizhteenth century, as they 
weve occasionally used by the upper classes 
for that purpose at the time. [!n 1753 the 
Toval Dublin Society offered a reward of 
£20 for the importation of a Spanish ass, 
but only as a sire to breed’ mules, which 
were coming into demand about that date; 
but the ass, as ‘‘the poor man’s friend,” 
was still unknown. 

At the time of the Peninsular War, 
1808-13, there was a great demand for 
Irish horses which were fetching the, at 
that time, remar‘able figure of £30 to £40 
apiece, and even at that price the supply 
was hardly eecual to the demand. To 
compensate for the deficiency of transport, 
the importation of asses mostly from Scot- 
land, commenced; and so, gradually, 
almost surreptitiously, the humble ass 
made his way to Ireland, where he is now 
so familiar a sight that.it is hard to 
imagine he is not a native. 

Thess are remarkable facts—so remark- 
able that they engaged the attention of the 
late Sir John Mahaffy, Provost of Trinity 
College,: fDublin, who wrote a paper in 
1917, ‘‘ Gn the Introduction of the Ass as 
a Beast of Burden into Ireland,” and 
asked permission from the members of the 
Royai Irish Academy to read it. The 
members were delighted. In fact, they 
shook with delight at the prospect of a 
paper on asses by Dr. Mahaffy, the great 
authority on ancient languages 

Some expressed their extreme pleasure 
with roars of laughter, in wkich the others 
could not help joining, or, as the learned 
aoctor himself very nicely put it, “ the 
proposal was received cordially, but with 
a ourst- of hilarity—a curious bit of 
evidence how easy it is, with a topic worn 
threadbare with many centuries of repeti- 
tion, to amuse even the higher varieties 
of the human species. , . These jokes 
are as old classical Greek, 
human  idiosyneras\ 
present day.’’

THE RECEPTION ATI OTTAWA. 


A number of Canadian Cabinet Ministers and a crowd of 
citizens gathered at the station at Ottawa to welcome Mr. 
Cosgrave, and a military detachment had lined upas a guard of 
honour in readiness for bis arrival when the news of the wreck 
was received As it was evident that there would be a delay 
of several hours before the relief special could reach the capital, 
the reception party dispersed until three o’clock. When he 
arrived at 3.20 p.m. the President was given a great welcome, 
and proceeded direct to the Parliament House. He was received 
at the depot by the Governors Secretary, members of the 
Cabinet, civic officials, and other prominent people. 


While still at the scene of the wreck, he received a 
sympathy from Lord Willingdon, the Governor- 
Genera! of Canada, to which Mr. Cosgrave replied, expressing 
his sorrow regarding the victims of the accident. He announced 
that none of his party or any of the other passengers was 
injured. All the victims of the wreck were railwaymen, one 
being killed and nine injured. 


RUMOURS OF FOUL PLAY. 


News of foul play which was circulated in Ottawa 
caused the Commissioner of the Loyal Canadian Mounted 
Police to despatch an officer to the scene of the wreck to 
investigate the report that the mysterious displacement of 
the switch which had derailed the train was possibly 
‘ional. According to the rumour the switch had been 
locked into position, so as to turn the special train into a 
sideline, instead of giving the train through passage on the 
line as ordered.

Rushing then to the upturned engine, 
we constituted ourselves into a rescue 
party and dragged the road foreman, 
Boyd, and the engineer, Legault, from 
the engine, while their companion, Day, 
with blood dripping from his face on to 
the snow, shouted for help. 


RESCUE WORK. 

The inhabitants of the village of 
Limoges were not long in rushing on tu 
the scene with snow shovels and pick-axes, 
while others dashed oii on horse sledges to 
find doctors and other help. 

Dr. Killeen, the Chicago doctor, whe 
has been travelling with the Presidential 
party in order to see that Mr. Cosgrave 
does not over-exert himself, rendered im- 
mediate medical aid, but Boyd was be 
yond aid before he was lifted into the 
train, and fumes of -ether pervaded the 
corridor of the Pullman. 

Before he was lifted into the coach 
Boyd was given absolution by the local 
Abbé, Father Pilon. 

Shortly afterwards all members of the 
President's party gathered, and it was 
found that Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald had 
received a very bad shaking. He was as 
white as a sheet, and seemed about to go 
off in a dead faint, and the doctor 
administered a good stiff brandy, which 
revived him completely in a few minutes, 

. A Danish doctor, Dr. Stonness, who 
lived eight miles from the scene of the 
wreck, arrived jn a dog sledge and assisted 
Dr. Killeen in treating the nine train 
attendants who had been injured. 

Mr. Cosgrave recited the “ De Profundis” 
over the white shrouded body of Boyd, 
who had been driving the engine. 

A breakdown gang and another special 
train arrived, and we left the scene of the 
wreck about 2 p.m. for. Ottawa. 


A MYSTERY. 

How the points at Limoges came to be 
left open is still a mystery; for an eye- 
witness swears that they were closed just 
before the train arrived. 

A ratlway servant named Patenaude. 
when I questioned him, solemnly declared 
that he saw them open immediately after 
the wreck. 

[ do not believe the story published in 
an Ottawa paper that there was foul 
play. 

J am told that a sledge team had passed 
by the operating. switch a couple of 
minutes before the train arrived at 
Limoges, and it seems quite possible that 
its passage opened the points. 

The same team ptopped a little way 
down the track to unload the lumber, and 
the engine of our train after it had been 
derailed ran into it, completely burying 
the horses, but fortunately not injuring 
them or the drivers. | : 

Before the engine overturned it. dashed 
through an unoccupied house. 


RECEPTION AT OTTAWA. 

Owing to the wreck the great reception 
which bad been arranged here was dis- 
located, but meeting us at the station 
were the Chief Justice, Mr. Anglin, with 
the Labour Minister, Mr. Heenan, and 
the Private Secretary and Aide-de-Camp 
of the Governor-General, to whose resi- 
dence we were immediately taken. 

_ The House of Commons adjourned early 
in order to allow the members to attend 
the reception which Mr. Lemieux, the 
Speaker, gave in honour of Mr. Cosgrave. 

The ceremony, which was also attended 
by several hundred Irish and other 
citizens of the Canadian capital, was held 
in the Chamber of the House. 

The President of the Irish Free State 
Executive Council afterwards attended a 
dinner given by the. Government in his 
honour. 


CANADIAN TRIBUTE TO 
LORD HAIG.

PRESIDENT COSGRAVE IN 
THE GALLERY OF THE

OTTAWA, Monday. 

Referring to the death of Lord Haig in his 
speech to a crowded assembly in the 
Dominion House of Commons this afternoon, 
Mr. Bennett, the Conservative leader, said 
that so great was Lord Haig’s activity as 
Commander-in-Chief of the British Forces, 
and so ‘dogged his courage, that the news of 
his death cast a sHadow over the Canadian 
Parliament as well as over similar Assemblies 
in all parts of the Empire. 

Mr. Cosgrave, President of the Executive 
Council of the Irish Free State, although de- 
layed for three hours by the wreck of his 
special train, arrived in the gallery in time 
to hear the major portion of Mr. Bennett’s 
speech, which was his first extended political 
pronouncement in his new capacity as Op- 
position leader. 

Referring in the, course of his speech to 
Canada’s national apd Imperial relations, Mr. 
Bennett deprecated ‘the suggestion that there 
would be an interchange of Ministers between 
London and Ottawa. 

Mr. Mackenzie King, the Premier, inter- 
rupting, said that the only suggestion of that 
kind had come from the Conservative side of 
the House, and the Government had never 
suggested it ; 

Mr. Bennett declared :'—What we want are 
Trade Commissioners, not men who will carry 
on diplomatic relations touching matters 
which have caused wars in other days. When 
Canada undertakes, to create Ambassadors 
rather than Trade Commissioners we are 
making a mistake. We should look to the 
old flag, and to a British navy for the pro- 
tection of our diplomatic relations. 

He objected particularly to the proposed 
appointment of a Minister in Tokio. 

Mr. Mackenzie King, the Prime Munister, 
who followed Mr. Bennett, also referred at 
the outset of his fpeech to Canada’s regret 
at Lord Haig’s death. He likewise alluded 
to the presence of Mr. Cosgrave in the gallery 
of the House, following a long list of recent 
distinguished visitors to Canada, and this 
reference was enthusiastically applauded by 
the whole Assembly.

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HUNT FOR. MISSING 
SUBMARINE. 


DISAPPEARED ‘DURING 
STORM,

WASHINGTON, Monday. 

The Navy Department reported to-day 
that submarine S 3, a sister ship of the 
ill-fated $ 4, had become separated from 
the submarine control force, which was on 
its way from Hampton roads to Guan- 
tanamo, in Cuba, and had not been heard 
from since last Saturday. 

The S 3 was last seen during a rain 
squall and heavy gale about a hundred 
miles south of Cape Hatteras. The air- 
craft carrier Saratoga, the tender Camden 
and seven other submarines, which make 
up the control force, are searching the 
vicinity where the S 3 was last seen. 


CRUISERS SENT IN SEARCH. 

The Navy Department has ordered three 
light cruisers and a squadron of destroyers 
from Guantanamo Bay (Cuba) to aid in 
the search for the lost submarine. The 
Department insists, however, that, as yet, 
there is no need to fear a fatal accident, 
stating that it is not unusual for small 
vessels to lose touch in bad weather, and 
expresses the opinion that the $ 3 will 
soon be found. 

The fact that no wireless signals have 
been received from her are explained by 
the probability that part of her apparatus 
has been washed away during the storm 
in which she was last seen. 

Nevertheless apprehension is already 
being expressed by the-public that this 
sister ship to the ill-fated S4 may have 
met with a similar fate in the storm that 
swept the Atlantic while she was off Cape 
Hatteras, where the sea in some parts is 
two miles deep. 

[Note.—The $ 4 sank after collision with an 
American destroyer at the entrance to 
Provincetown Harbour, Massachusetts, 
just before Christmas. The whole 
world was stirred by the fate of her 
crew, trapped in the engine room many 
fathoms deep. Although communication 
was established with them, the salvage 
operations were defeated by the stormy 
weather, and al] on board perished. ]

CHURCH AND UNIVERSITY 
BUILDING DESTROYED.

TORONTO, Monday 

The Metropolitan Church here, one of the 
finest church buildings in Canada, was al- 
most completety destroved by fire this morn- 
ing The loss is estimated at 500,000 dollars. 
The adjoining tower and a fine carillon that 
was installed some years ago, were saved. 

The hospital, ‘situated in close proximity 
to he church, was temporarily in danger, but 
escaped. 

The Metrepolitan Church was known as the 
** Cathedral of Canadian Methodism.” The 
loss is partly covered by insurance. The 
church organ, which was the finest in Can- 
aca, and cost 75,000 dollars. was destroved. 
A remarkable feature in connection with the 
fire 1s that yesterday evening's sermon was 
hased on the text, “ The God who answereth 
by fire, let Him be God.” The pastor, Dr. 
Sedgewick, said to-day: “ 1 positively shud- 
dered at the dramatic force of the coinci- 
dence.”’ 

Namage estimated at 100,000 dollars was 
done by a fire this morning at the medical 
building of Toronto University, in which Dr. 
Banting and his colleagues made their famous 
insulin discovery. Many valuable chemicals 
used in research work were destroyed. 


A ZEPPELIN MYSTERY. 


ALLEGED WAR PLAN BY 
BRITAIN.

A war mystery of ten years ago is on 
the point of being solved, according to re- 
ports in the Berlin Press.

A force consisting of thirty motor cars and 
a great number of camelmen and horsemen 
was sent in pursuit of the raiders, overtook 
them, and engaged them in fierce combat. 
Both sides suffered many casualties, but the 
Koweitis gained the v: though three 
members of their ruling fami!y were wounded, 
one of them succumbing.

ARRIVAL IN DUBLIN. 
Mr. and Mrs. McNeill arrived in Dublin 
last evening, having travelled from London 
via Holyhead and Kingstown. They were 
escorted to Holyhead by Scotland Yard 
detectives, and when they boarded the 
Royal mail steamer Cambria detectives 
guarded ihe approach to their private 
cabin. 
Before the steamer left for Kingstown 
Mr. McNeill appeared on the bridge, and 
spent some time talking to onn 
Copland, commander of the vessel. 
The Cambria arrived at Kingstown at 
5.20 o'clock, and as soon as she was 
moored Mr. Blythe,. Vice-President of the 
Executive Council, and Professor J; M. 
O’Sullivan, Minister for Education, went 
aboard to welcome Mr. and Mrs. McNeill. 
There were a good many people in the 
vicinity of the Carlisle Pier, and its 
approaches were closely guarded by detec- 
tives and uniformed policemen.

By this Treaty all 
actions had been renounced, and, if there 
was no confidence in its obligations, then 
treaties had no purpose whatever. In addition 
to this renunciation there was ‘the British 
guarantee, which stipulated that Great 
Britain would use all her power against which- 
ever State broke the Treaty of Locarno. 

It was time to state clearly that 1t was a 
piece of hypocrisy to call for security against 
Germany; tor Germany was scarcely in a 
position to defend, even for a short time, 
her frontiers or the lives and freedom of her 
inhabitants. It had been repeatedly declared 
that machine guns and cannon must dis- 
appear. In the meantime they were still 
directed against a nation which was co- 
operating in the League, and with which 
political differences upon important inter- 
national questions did not exist. 

The Minister asserted that the policy aim- 
ing at peace among the nations and in agree- 
ment with Germany’s neighbour was strongly 
supported by the German people, and he 
added: ‘‘ In England voices which are asking 
what British troops are still doing on the 
Rhine are becoming louder. ‘There is no 
doubt that public opinion in England, and 
that England’s most prominent representa- 
tives regarded the continued occupation of 
the Rhineland as a misfortune.”’ 


PRICE OF EVACUATION. 

Herr Stresemann concluded by reminding 
the Reichstag that the German Government 
expressed its readiness at the Thoiry conver- 
sations to bring about an early evacuation of 
the Rhineland by mobilising large sums out 
of the Dawes payments.

In the couse of a special memoir J’he 
Times savs :—The greatest soldier that the 
Empire possessed has passed away suddenly, 
while still in the fullness of -his powers. 
Lord Haig not only shouldered the heaviest 
military burden that any Briton has ever 
borne, but when the .-ar was over, and with 
the same foresight that distinguished him in 
his campaigns, he took up a task which 
probably no other could have accomplished, 
and devv.ed all his time and energy to the 
service of his old comrades in the field. 

Haig’s great characteristic was thorough- 
ness. From his boyhood he seemed almost 
to foresee what destiny had in store for him, 
and was constantly preparing himself for 
it. Among his contemporaries none could 
rival him in the knowledge of his profession. 
He had worked up through every grade of 
the Staff, and had commanded every unit; so 
that when he reached the position of 
Commander-in-Chief of the greatest Army 
that the Empire had ever put in the field he 
was known to all his subordinates as being a 
master of every detail. 

It is always difficult to compare one 
General with another of a different age, since 
the conditions which confronted them were so 
different. It would be useless, for example, 
to endeavour to compare the qualities of 
Marlborough or of Wellington with those of 
Haig. It is sufficient to say that he, like 
them, showed himself able to use most 
effectively the means at his disposal, and 
deserves to take his place with them in the 
roll of fame.

he did not lose consciousness, he did not realise that he

CAUSED BY WAR SERVICE. 


The following official medical statement as to the 
cause of death was given, with the consent of Countess Haig, 


last night:—- 

“The cause of death is sudden heart failure, the result 
of the effects of the war, and previous tropical and campaign- 
ing services, on the heart muscles.” 


His death was reported to Mr. Ingleby Oddie, the West- 
minster Coroner, but there will be no inquest. The body was 
takenearly yesterday afternoon, in a coffin covered with the Union 
Gate to the Westminster Mortuary, and 
there a post-mortem examination was made by Sir Bernard 
Spilsbury. After the examination it was decided that no inquest 
was necessary, and the body was taken back to the Prince’s - 
Gate House. Sir Bernard was assisted by Dr. William Byam, 
of Harley street, Physician to the Earls household, and a 


personal friend of Earl Haig. 
FUNERAL IN ST. PAUL’S CATHEDRAL? 


It is probable that Earl Haig will be buried, with full 
military ceremonial, in St. Paul’s Cathedral, and it is not unlikely 
that Marshal Foch, Generalissimo, under whom he served in 
France, will attend. St. Paul’s is traditionally the place of 
sepulture of great soldiers and sailors. Nelson, Wellington, 
Earl Roberts, Viscount Wolseley, and Sir Henry Wilson are all 
buried there. |

LONG FIGHT WITH 

ATLANTIC GALES. 

| 'TUGS’ DASH 'LO THE 
RESCUE.

fight against storms of extreme severity 
which have swept the Atlantic during the 
past few weeks, 

The Magdala sailed from Glasgow on 
January 2lst for New Orleans in ballast, 
and had only just left the Irish coast 
astern when she met the full fury of a 
terrific north-westerly gale, which had 
lashed the seas into a fre of moun- 
tainous waves. Her troubles an when 
about three hundred miles west of Queens- 
when her steering gear 
smashed, rendering the ship helpless. 

A CALL FOR HELP. 

An 5.0.8. call was sent out, in an 
answer to which the Dutch tug Zwartezee 
left Queenstown and the German tug 
Seefalke left Penzance. The race between

_the two tugs ended in the Seefalke gaining 


her objective first, thus securing a most 
valuable salvage prize. While awaiting 
the tug’s arrival the wind and seas con- 
tinued their work of aestruction. Acci- 
dent followed accident, the lifeboats being 
smashed and swept off their davits by a 
succession of huge seas, which washed the 
ship from stem to stern. The bridge, 
bulwarks and deck fittings suffered 
equally, and some idea of the magnitude 
and force of the seas may be gained, when 
it is pointed out that the funnel, fifty feet 
from the waterline, was badly buckled in 
the middle. 

To add to the misery of the already 
sorely tried crew, the bunker coal shifted, 
giving the ship a heavy list to port, and 
rendering it dangerous and extremely 
dificult for the crew to move about and 
attend to their duties on a slippery, slant- 
ing deck. .

The Magdala will be repaired locally 
and will afford considerable employment 
in the local yards.

ANOTHER CASUALTY. 

Finding that the Magdala was already 
receiving the necessary help, the tug 
Zwartezee proceeded to the assistance of the 
British oil-tanker Varand, which was toss- 
ing helplessly some five hundred miles 
further west. The Varand leit New 
Orleans on January 8th, bound for 
London, with a large cargo oí benzine. 
She, like the Magdala, met the full force 
of the gale, and on Thursday last her 
commander sent out an 8.0.8. reporting 
that his vessel had lost her rudder and had 
a damaged propeller, and required imme- 
diate assistance. The Varand is a large 
oil-tanker of 6,023 tons gross, the property 
of London owners. 

The Zwartezee is expected to reach the 
helpless vessel to-day, when towage will 
begin for, it is stated, Queenstown. 
Messages received from the Varand yester- 
day stated that her sternpost and rudder 
are extensively damaged, and that she is 
also Jeaking in the after peak. 

DAMAGED IRISH STEAMER. 

The local tug Morsecock arrived in the 
harbour last night with the damaged 
steamer Mungret in tow. This vessel 
was bound from Liverpool for Limerick, 
with a general cargo, and ran ashore at 
Crookhaven, County Cork, en route. She 


refloated unarsisted on the following day, ' 


but received a damaged sternpost, necessi- 
tating repairs. She is at present dis- 
charging at Cork, preparatory to docking 
locally. 

The Mungret is a coasting steamer of 
900 tons gross, owned by the Limerick 
Steamship Company. 

TRAWLER TOWED IN. 

The Milford Haven trawler Caliph was 
also assisted to put into harbour on Satur- 
day last with damaged rudder and leaking 
in the aiter compartments. This vessel 
ran ashore at Helvick Head, near Dun- 
garvan, last week, and was refloated on 
Friday last.

WHITE MAN'S 
DOMINANCE. 


THE 


CHRISTIANITY AND RACE 
ANTIPATHY. 


‘Christianity and the Race Problem *’ was 
the subject of a paper read by Mr. W. &. 
Milligan at a meeting of the Dublin Uni- 
versity Theological Society in the Debating 
Hall, Trinity College, last night. 

Race-consciousness, Mr. Milligan’ said, had 
led to criticism of much of the white man’s 
civilisation. It. was felt that the white man 
was not always consistent’ with his- professed 
ideals. The coloured races compared their 
own civilisations and ¢ultures with the white 
man’s, and, in many cases, insisted on the 
recognition that’ Western standards were not 
the only valid: ones... The most unfortunate 
result, however, was race antipathy. 

Christianity was sometimes rejected by 
coloured races because of the lives of white 
men, not only abroad, but at home. Again, 
they. had to consider the great difficulties in 
whith a sincere Christian white man found 
himself when he lived in a country inhabited 
for the most part’ by people’ of - another 
colour. Another difficulty that the speaker 
drew attention to arose, he said, from the 
fact that different races had different ways 
of expressing themselves, and the last diffi- 
culty he wished to refer to was of a serious 
nature. 

The Christianity which came from the 
white race was not one. Different sects put 
forward their different forms. . The coloured 
races could not altogether understand this. 
The demand came: ‘‘ Give us Christiarity, 
but do not give us sects which you white 
people have created.’’ 

In India there was among some Christians 
a movement towards unity. So, from China 
came the call for 4 Ssectless Cliristianity. 

INTER-RACIAL CO-OPERATION. 

From a study of practical examples of the 
clash of races they realised that race could 
not be ignored. ‘They desired unity, but not 
uniformity. The picture of the world which 
they would: appreciate most was that in 
which there was neither uniformity not 
clash of colour,’ but the complement and 
blend of conttast. On the other hand. the 
individual had to be considered. They must 
learn to “ see the man apart from race and 
birth.’’ Race had its part in building up 
the Church, the Body of Christ. Each race 
had its contribution to make. 

lf they wished to help in the work of 
bringing about the brotherhood of nations, 
they must, first, get into close contact with 
God, and they must set themselves to study. 
the various nations of the world, to see their 
pomt of view, their strong points, and their 
weak points. 

When they’ had prepared themselves to un- 
derstand their fellow-members of the great 
human race, let them’ encourage inter-racial 
co-operation. Let them support the League 
of Nations, and let them be prepared to help 
their fellow-creatures of different races when 
they were in distress. “ Their aim also should 
be to form a public opinion on this subject of 
racial relations. Carey and Wilberforce were 
pioneers in this great work. ‘‘ We,” he said, 
‘‘must céntinue it.” 

“ Missionary work,” concluded Mr. Milli- 
gan, “ will always remain in the forefront of 1 
factors working to break down race hatred. 


The solution of the race problem will take 
time, but let us find comfort in the words 
of Our. Lord: ‘In the world ye shall have 
tribulation: but he of good cheer; I have 
overcome the world.’ ”’ 

“ JUSTICE MUST BE DONE." 

Mr. -G. Gibson, hon. treasurer, thanked 
Mr. Milligan for his paper, and said that he 
thought that the greatest obstacle to the 
spread of Christianity was the example set by 
so-called Christians when they visited, or 
went to live in, foreign countries. 

Mr. R. C. Ellis said that he thought that 
they had every cause for optimism, and that 
they should all join in helping to form a 
Catholic Church of Christ. 

Mr. J. C. H. 
spoken, i 

Canon Newport White, who presided, said 
that he did not think that missionary work, 
properly so-called, had anything whatever to 
do with the race problem. The race problem 
was. a very acute problem, both in South 
Africa and North America, and in the mutual 
relations of the yellow people to 
the thinly populated countries round 
the: Pacific. Ocean, and the problem 
of Christianity, . was, to his mind, 
how ‘far should the Christian Church, as a 
Church, tolerate the continuance of the posi- 
tion of degradation into which the domina- 
tion of the white races in those countries 
had thrust the coloured races. 

The point for the Church of Christ was to 
apply fearlessly to these problems of mutual 
relations of class and class and race 
and race the moral and spiritual and ethical 
truths which were laid down by Our Lord. 
and. to maintain that justice at all risks 
must be done to the coloured races.

LORDS. 


CLAIMANT'S CONNECTION 
WITH IRELAND.

In the House of Lords yesterday the Lord 
Chancellor, Viscount Sumner, and Lords 
‘Atkinson, Buckmaster and Warrington of 
Clyffe continued the hearing of the appeal of 


the Commissioners of Inland Revenue against 


the claim of Mr. Sydney Royse Lysaght to 
exemption from income tax on British securt- 
ties and repayment of income tax from Foreign 
and Colonial Government securities in the two 
fiscal years ended April, 1923,. and 1924. 
Judgment was reserved. 
THE COMMISSIONERS’ CASE. 

Mr. Lysaght was born in England of Irish 
parents, and was. engaged from the age of 
twenty-one years in his uncie’s business 2n 
England, which was subsequently turned into 
a limited company, called John Lysaght, Ltd. 
having its principal works at Bristol an 
Newport. By the year 1919 Mr. Lysaght was 
a director and managing director, but on his 
partial retirement in that year he retained 
only a oy of advising director at a retaining 
fee of £1,500 a year and director’s fees. On 
his partial retirement he sold the. property 
called Blackwell Down, near Bristol, and 
went with his family to live permanently on 
a family property at Mallow, County Cork 
In the year in question the total number of 
days that he spent in England attending the 
meetings of the company, and including two 
periods of delay enforced.by illness, were 101 
in 1925 and in 1924. "The Special Com- 
missioners held that he was residing in the 
United Kingdom, and this decision was 
affirmed by Mr Justice Rowlatt. The Court 
of Appeal held that he was neither- resident 
nor ordinarily resident in the United King: 
dom, and it was against that ‘decision that 
the Crown now appealed to the House of 


rds. 

The Solicitor-General, Sir Thomas Inskip, 
continuing the case for the Crown yesterday, 
said that an important factor was that the 
respondent had spent so much time in Eng- 
land in connection with the business of John 
Lysaght, Ltd. His family went permanently 
to a home in Ireland, but that was not in- 
consistent with his having a home in another 
place to suit the exigencies of his business. 
Of course, respondent had a definite connec- 
tion with Ireland, but that was not incon- 
sistent with his having a definite place in 
England. There were many people who had 
a home in Ireland and a héme in England. 

THE RESPONDENT'S CLAIM. 

Mr. A. M. Lather, K.C., for the respon- 
dent, submitted that Mr. Lysaght had left 
the United Kingdom, having relinquished 
any definite place of abode therein, not 
merely for the purpose of occasional 
residence abroad within Rule á of 
the general rates applicable to all 
schedules of the Income Tax Acts, but for 
the purpose of living permanently: in the 
lrish Free State. The visits made by the 
respondent to the United Kingdom were 
made not with any view or interest of estab- 
lishing a residence therein, but “were solely 
for business purposes and. of a temporary 
nature, and did not amount in the years in 
uestion to a total period of six months. 
‘hese business visits did not deprive re- 
spordent of his character of a visitor. and 
did not make him resident or ordinarily 
résident in England. 

Sir Douglas Hogg, the Attorney-General, 
replying for the Crown, said that the House 
of Lords could not ‘decide what the Com: 
missioners ought to have done. All that the 
House could’ say was whether there was 
material on which the Commissioners tould 
find the facts that they had found. 
Judgment, was reserved, 


CLARE’S £70,000 
ESTIMATE.

“ WIDESPREAD DEPRESSION,” 

An estimate for £70,166 for the Poor Law 
services daring the next financial year has 
been submitted to the Clare Board of Health, 
together with one of £4,000 for the county 
sanatorium, and £6,136 for services trans- 
ferred from the old Rural District Councils. 

The Secretary (Mr. John Quinn) said that 
‘home assistance st#nds at the high amount 
of £16,000 a year. Owing to unemployment 
and general distre:: in the county, this 
cannot be reduced, as all classes are suffering 
from the effects of the widespread depression 
prevailing.’” He added that the position was 
such that the question was bound to arise 
of the ability to pay of the unrelieved 
persons in the county. He suggested that 
home assistance should be confined to aged 
and infirm persons without children able to 
support them, and to widows with young 
children. Those destitute through ua- 
employment: should be: provided in times of 
stress with suitable work by the Govern- 
ment. 


EXTRAORDINARY. 

The Chairman (Mr. E. F. Kerin) described 
the estimate as ‘‘ a most extraordinary one,”’ 
and suggested that its consideration should 
be referred to the Retrenchment Committee 
of the County Council, 

Mr. L. Halpin said that the Secretary's 
remarks as to home assistance were at 
variance with the statements as to the pros- 
perity of the country which were being made 
by President Cosgrave in the United States. 
While their Secretary said that there was 
widespread depression in County Clare, the 
President said that there was no depression 
in the Free State. Personally he had fever 
known the country to be so badly off as at 
present. 

Mr. Denis Healy said that the Government 
were spending money on “big dinners at 
hotels. The cost of one of those dinners 
would have relieved the whole County Clare 
for a year. Yet the people down the country 
were told to be optimistic. 

Mr. Halpin said that it was very easy for 
a man with a good job to be optimistic. 

The consideration of the estimate was 
deferred for a fortnight.

MOVE TO MEET THE 
"BUS.

To meet road transport competition in the 
country districts around anchester the 
London and North-Eastern Railway Company 
is to introduce a new and improved steam 
rail car for quick services between wayside 
stations. 

An official stated at Manchester yesterday 
that the company thought that it had met 
the old complaint that such ears were un- 
comfortable. “ We think that we have now 
ot something which is not only as comfort- 
able as an express train, but which will 
travel at a normal speed of thirty to forty 
miles an hour between stations,” he said. 
The engine and the car will be one vehicle, 
but it will be possible to couple another 
coach at the back to carry passengers or 
produce. The coach will be heated by steam 
and will be electrically lit. 

The coaches are being built by British 
firms. The plan is to run frequent services 
at ten to fifteen minute intervals to lnk 
wayside stations with the main line. ‘The 
Southern Railway has ordered one of the 
cars for experimental purposes. 


REBELS SURRENDER. 


SUCCESS OF MEXICAN 
TROOPS.

Fabs ‘Toe TIMES ' CORRESPONDENT, 
NEW YORK, Monday. 

A report from Orizaba, Vera Cruz, states 
that General Rodolfo Lozada, who is com- 
manding the Mexican rebel forces near 
Orizaba Mountain, has surrendered.

According to the “ad gs El Universal 
600 rebels were attacked by more than 1,000 
Mexican Federal soldiers at noon on Friday 
in the Michoacan mountains. The fighting 
lasted several hours. Sixteen Federal soldiers 
were killed and twelve wounded. The rebel 
casualties were severe. 

The rebels had been concentrating in the 
mountainous region of Cerro Verde, defend- 
ing themselves by a horseshoe line of trenches 
against, the advance of the Federal forces 
under Generals Dominguez and Mendoza, 
They were forced eventually to withdraw in 
Friday's engagement by a flanking move- 
ment on the part of the Federal troops. 


CHURCH OF ENGLAND. 


LORD BEAUCHAMP 
FAVOURS DISESTABLISH- 
MENT. 


Lord Beauchamp, speaking at Rugby last 
night, referred to the’ Prayer-book contro- 
versy. The question of disestablishment, he 
said, had suddenly become a matter of dis- 
cussion. He, himself, had no objection to 
the disestablishment of the Church of Eng. 
land, and was, as a matter of fact, in favour 
of such a measure. 

He had seen so much of the strength of the 
Church in the self-governing Dominions that 
he felt such a step might even increase its 
strength.

YOUNG WOMAN'S 
SUICIDE. 


DIVE INTO A RIVER. 
Ca young woman’s suicide in the River 
Wharie, at the Strid, a noted beauty spot six 
miles from Skipton, West Riding, was de- 
scribed at an inquest at Bolton Abbey yester- 
day on Lily Baines (27), a jeweller’s assistant, 
of Ebor street, Bradford. 

Her brother stated that she 
rather depressed about her werk. 

Mrs. Roberts, of Bolton Abbey, said that 
Baines called at her house when it was rain- 
ing hard, and said that she was going to the 
Strid. When told that it would be foolish 
to go in such weather, she said that she had 
come a long way to see it. Eventually, Mrs. 
Roberts and her nephew started out with 
Baines. It was still raining very hard. 
Feeling uneasy about her Mrs. Roberts took 
Baines on the high footpath away from the 
river, but she said that she.wanted to see it 
nearer. 

‘*She ran down the hill and I caught hold 
of her arm, but she wrenched it away, ' said 
Mrs. Roberts. “ It did not take a minute. 
She ran down, crossed the road, turned round 
and waved and dived in the river just below 
the Strid.”’

MURDER OF BRITISH 
OFFICER.

TRIBAL SHEIKH FOUND 
GUILTY. 
From REUTER s CORRESPONDENT. 
BAGHDAD, Monday. 

The High Court to-day found the tribal 
Sheikh, Dhari Mahmud, guilty of the murder 
of Colonel Leachman in August, 1920, and 
sentenced him to death. Snbsequently, how- 
ever, the court, by a majority, ~ommuted the 
sentence to penal servitude for life. 

The court consisted of one British and two 
Iraqi judges. 

Dhari, a venerable figure, with one eve 
and a dusky complexion, had been a fuyitive 
from justice for seven years, but was fnally 
captured by an Armenian motor driver, who 
spent two months with the tribe with whom 
Dhari had taken refuge. 

During the proceedings Dhari made a siate- 
ment in court, to the effect that Colonel 
Leachman, after declaring that his tribesmen 
were responsible for a number of highway 
robberies, had abused him and kicked him, 
finally locking him in a room at the Police 
Court until he was released by his nephews 
and armed followers. He suggested that it 
was possible that the followers were respon- 
side for the murder.

Is this the moment to penalise or revolutionise 
our industry? 


GREAT ADVANCE. i 

“In spite of all the difficulties. oí the 
general strike and the coal dispute, in spite 
of lost contracts and lost goodwill—which 
counts for so much—we have made a great 
advance. We have absorbed all these people 
back into work: we'have got better prospects 
than we had five or six years ago ;*trade Is 
improving and goodwill is improving, which 
is.much more important. Great opportunities 
are open to us at home, in the Empire and 
abroad, opportunities of which only the 
people and the country, and not the Govern- 
ment, can take advantage, The recent by- 
elections showed that the Government and 
the Unionist Party still hold the confidence 
of the country, and that the country realises 
that for years to come the one real issue im 
politics will be between Socialism and a 
national Conservative policy. 

‘‘Nobody realises more than the Prime 
Minister, that at the last election he received 
a national mandate, and that mandate - has 
been discharged in the spirit as well as in the 
letter.

President Cvolidge, address the heads of 
departments al a semi-annwa Government 
business meeting here to-mght] emphasised a 
new .need. for maintaining a well-balanced 
Federal Budget and reducing the national 
debt.

Royal Dublin Society musical members 
welcomed to Ballsbridge yesterday the Brosa 
String Quartet, which had not been heard 
here before. Indeed, it came to notice in 
London but lately and, J believe, has not 
been formed very long. If that be so, its 
members have ‘een remarkably happy in 
quick establishment of a common understand- 
ing: the excellence -f their ensemble and the 
subtlety of their inter-play were prominent 
among their good qualities. 

The members of the Quartet are Brosa. 
Greenbaun, Rubens, and Pini. 

Of the two recitals given by the Quartet 
yesterday, I attended the later one. At tlie 
afternoon recital one of Beethoven's middle- 
period quartets had been played; the evening 
recital opened with one out of the early 
(opus 18) set. In this from the outset the 
players established a favourable place for 
themselves in the opinion of the audience. 
The first movement was played with a degree 
of finish, and gave such evidence of mutual 
understanding in the Quartet as to prepare 
us to enjoy the whole recital. The slow 
movement was better still; it was, indeed, 
the best work of the te SÉ A splendid 
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This was true interpretation: I do not 
suppose that any of us who listened had 
suspected that the music could be made to 
express a quarter of what the Brosa Quartet 
gave to us. 
to the further movements: the delicacy cf 
the scherzo and the happy continuity of the 
finale were most enjoyable. 

The '' Nigger ’ quartet of Dvorak, which 
followed, had been played already this season 
by another quartet party. There is no need 
to attempt comparisons. The Brosa Quartet 
brought to it an admirable sense of propor- 
tion. Dvorak’s music is not deep, and the 
treatment in performance was lighter than 
that given to the Beethoven. Here again, 
however, the players gripped the fuil atten- 
tion of the audience by the exquisite beauty 
of their work in. the slow movement, where 
a special point was made of the accompani- 
ment figure given to the viola. ; 

Mendelssohn’s name has not appeared fre- 
quently in chamber music programmes during 
the past few years; but it will come back, 
because there is plenty of good chamber 
music bearing that. name. e quartet of 
his played last night is not one of the best, 
and though the players made the best of it
